WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.-The telegram 


from San Francisco to the effect that 
tlie claims for damages against Chili by 
the sailors on the cruiser Baltimore in 
jurcd in the Valparaiso riot of October 
15 last, would amount to 81,805,000 in 
addition to the claims made on behalf 
of tho relatives ot Biggin and Turn- 
bull, tlie sailois who were killed in the 
affray, has led to some misapprehen- 
sion respecting the method of present- 
ins such claims for collection.
